western attorney to locate relative! of 
deceased, have proved fruitless', and It 
may he that the relatives of the dead 
man can he found In this city. 


Richard J. Flynn, the well known 


local constable, Is in receipt, of a let- 
ter from his brother, Daniel J. Flynn, 
who has been a resident of Omaha. 
Neb., for the past 35 years, asking him 
to lo:ate If possible some relative of 
Alden Nichols 
as 
the 
attorney In 


charge of the estate of deceased 
Is 


anxious to bring the affair to a. prompt 
settlement. 


Jlr. Flynn has turned the letter over 


to a Sun reporter, n.i well as a clip- 
ping from the World-Herald published 
at Omaha, Neb., which reads as fol- 
lows: 


"A three days' search in St. Louts 


Mo., by F. A. IStlgerton, a Nebraska at- 
torney, for relatives of Alden Nichols 
who died a month ago at Aurora, N'eb. 
leaving an estate of 550.000. failed " 
discover any kin of Nichols, though 
brother Is supposed to live there." 
"Nichols was a bachelor, 71 years old 


and had no relatives in Aurora. 
He 
was reticent regarding: his affairs, and 
the only clew ns to relatives was. hi: 
Etatement to friends that while on : 
visit to St. Louis he saw his brother 
name on a shop window and saw hi 
brother In the store, but did not en 
ter. 


Papers found among his effects show 
hat he was born In Lowell, Mass.. In 
S14, and served In a Massachusetts 
eglment In the Civil war. He wen' 
vest at the close of the.war and ao- 
umulated a fortune by saving and In- 
•estlng his earnings as a carpenter 
le was found dead in beri. 
"The estate consists of a 240-acr* 
'arm near Aurora and $20,000 In se 
eurltles. 
Nichols lived In a lodging 
louse."

DIVORCE AND ALIMONY 


One of the sadly amusing side issues 


of the Atnc-rican divorce question is the 
tenacity with which those who regard 
the man-Sage lie as slight, hold on lo 
the consequent financial lie; it 
is 


easy enough lo get rid of mariiasu 
n H legal sense, Ijut 'it !s not nearly 
so easy to get rid of the obligation 
for paying alimony—when tho court 
ilecision includes such payment. 


•A typical instance was revealed in 


the equity motion session of tile su- 
perior court tho olhur day when a man 
was asked to explain why he should 
not be sent to jail for contempt be- 
cause of his neglect lo pay alimony 


his divorced 
wife. lie 
explained 


lhat his wife had ordered him out of 
the house eight years before, and he 


tilled that at tho present lime he 


Is supporting a nephew and a niece 
besides himself, on $14 a week. 
The 


wife on being cross-examined 
hy the 


husband's lawyer, testified that she 
owns two houses which bring her in 
S2o a month in rents, that she has 
$40(1 in the bank and that she has u 
store, tho stock of which is worth 
}SOO. 
Because her 
husband 
never 


gave her a cent, she said, she invited 
him to get out and afterwards di- 
vorced him. Judge JHcLaughiin ruled 
that the thrift of the woman did not 
excuse the husband from his oblig;* 
tion to pay alimony, as the court had 
decreed al thc time of the divorce. 
Evidently some divorces carry obliga- 
tions Quite as strong in the eye of 
thc law as thc marriage tie, particu- 
larly when they nrc of a financial 
character. Yet in this whole matter 
if marriage is entered into "for bet- 
ter or worse." the wife was to blame 
for 
divorcing her 
husband 
even 


though he proved to be a worthless 
charac'.er. In this case il would seem 
lhat the husband rather than the wife 
vas thc object of sympathy.

as

charge of the estate of deceased

anxious to bring the affair to a prompt 
tettlement. 


Mr. Klynn has turned the letter over 


to a Sun reporter, as well as a clip- 
pine from the "World-Herald published 
at Omaha, N'cb., which reads as fol- 
lows: 


"A three days' search in St. Louis, 


Mo., by F. A. Kdgerton, a Nebraska at- 
torney, for relatives of Alden Nichols, 
who died a month ago at Aurora, Neb., 
leaving an estate of 550.000. failed to 
discover any kin of Nichols, though a 
brother is supposed to live there." 
"Nichols was a bachelor, 71 years old, 
and had no relatives in Aurora. 
He 
was reticent regarding his affairs, and 
the only clew as to relatives was his 
statement to friends • that while on ,:i 
visit to St. Louis he saw hts brother's 
name on a shop window and saw his 
brother In'the-store, but did not en- 
ter. 


Papers found among his effects show 
that he was born In Lowell, Mass.. In 
1S44, and served in a Massachusetts 
regiment In the Civil war. lie went 
west at the close o£ the war and ac- 
cumulated a fortune by saving and in- 
vesting his earnings as a carpenter, 
lie was found dead in bed.

to 1915 imports of cotton hosiery fell 
off from $6.400,000 to 53,000,000, or over 
50 per cent. 


This report by the bureau of foreign 


and domestic commerce is entitled "The. 
Hosiery Industry" and is the second it 


series of studies of tho clothing In- 


dustry, the first of which dealt with 
muslin 
underwear. Tho reports 
are 


prepared by the cost of production di- 
vision of the bureau and are Intended 
primarily for tho assistance of con- 
gress when tariff legislation Is being 
considered, tbe work of the bureau in 
this respect corresponding to that of 
a tariff board. The original Intention 
In preparing the report on hosiery was 
to make- a corresponding study of con- 
ditions In Europe, hut the war ren- 
dered such an undertaking out of the 
question. 
The report as It stands, however, 


serves the very useful purpose of dem- 
onstrating that the hosiery Industry In 
this country is In a pretty sound and 
healthy condition. 
One of tho mosl 


important reasons 
assigned 
for this 
satisfactory state of affairs Is the ex- 
cellence of American seamless hosiery 
This style of footwear is distinctively 
American. The knitting machines nss<" 
in its manufacture have hcen brough 
to their present state of. efficiency bj 
American inventors, and their use If 
confined largely to this country.

less than 30 per cent, of tho hosier* 
manufactured here Is seamless. 
Lov 
cost of manufacture is the main re,i 
son for its position in the market. 


The more expensive hosiery Is full 


fashioned. That is. It Is made of shape* 
or fashioned pieces which are closed 
hy 
seaming and looping. It has a 


seam "up the hack." 
While higher 


priced, it In more likely to fit perfectly. 
There was a time when all such hosiery 
came from abroad, and today practic- 
ally all imported hose is full fashioned. 
t is the product upon which European 
rtnitters concentrated while Americans 
were perfecting the seamless article. 
Of late years, however, the American 
mills have pushed forward even In this 
ine- 
Between 1903 and 1014 the im- 
ports of hosiery fell off heavily, partly 
on account of the growing popularity 
of tho cheaper seamless product, but 
parlly also because of the fact that the 
American mil-fashioned slocking vras 


brought quite up to the level of its 
oreign rival. 
The cheaper full-fash- 


onert cotton hosiery forms the bulk of 
he Imports at present. The only silk 
loslery purchased from abroad now Is 
he very high class expensive stock- 
ng demanded for special occasions.
